It is a plant that requires a great deal 
of water in the growing seagon. It also 
needs its foliage sprinkled often. It is a 
prey to the red spider if neglected, and 
the spraying frees them from that pest, 
as well as keeps the foliage in a 


all winter. By doing this stringe may 
be placed for each vine to eling to, They 
do much better so and also are in better 
shape for cutting. Florists always train 
them upright on 

Toward spring the vines begin to 
blossom. The flowers are so small that 
one has to search for them. but the odor 
is often apparent before the blossom is 
seen. The flowers are nearly white, and 
the fragrance reminds one somewhat of 
mignonette. After the blossom u small 
berry, or seed ball, forma, and when 
this is ripe the vine gradually dies 
down and takes a season’ of rest, When 
the foliage begins to turn yellow, do 
not water the plant much, but let it die 
down gradually. The bulbs can be left 
in the earth or taken out and stored 
away till July or August; then repot 
them in rich soil, and they will be ready 
for another season’s growth. The seeds 
may be planted, as they quite 
readily, and the best season for growing 
is from December to February. 


Keeping Geraniums. 

In its natural state the geranium is a 
plant which is never wholly at rest. It 
is, however, very amenable to treatment 
in cultivation and very patient under 
bad usage. The treatment for the bedded 
plants intended for another season’s 
planting, after taking up and potting, 
is to stand them in a light place ina 
temperature secure from frost, and yet 
not high enough to excite active growth. 
A very little water will be sufficient 
during the cold season. When the 
weather becomes mild and the plants 
start to grow, regulate the growth and 
disposition of the branches, and thus 
prepare them for planting at the proper 
season. But one may not have the facil- 
ities to care for the plants in this man- 
ner and yet want to preserve: them. A 
damp cellar is not a suitable place and 
may cause them to mold and decay. 

The plants when. taken up can be 
placed in boxes, most of the foliage can 


in a dry, fi oof cellar, where there 
will be some light. The leaves will 
soon all fall. the let of March it 
will be best to the boxes contain- 


ing the plants:in the window of a mod- 
erately warm room and give water and 
start the plants into growth. 


Root Grafting. 

Root grafting is done in winter upon 
stocks taken up in the fall and stored in 
+ cool cellars, The pear is successfully 
root grafted in winter, but the plum 
and cherry are rarely propagated by this 
mode, as budding is far more certain. 
In grafting upon roots, scions containing 
two buds are used in most cases, but 
with long pointed ‘wood those with only 
one bud are equally good and safe. 
There is no rule as to size of the scion, 
but it is usual to select strong, sturdy 
twigs for this purpose, and the one year 
old wood is preferable to older except in 
rare instances, as, for example, in graft- 
ing certain kinds of nut trees.—Ameri-

Produce Dealers Devoting At- 
tention to ‘Turkeys. 


Butter a Little Firmer and Cheese Tune 
and, Weak-—Fresh Eggs, In. hair be 
mand—The Live Stock Markets. 


Boston, Nov. 27.—The butter market has 
a firmer tendency. This ia based more on 
the reports from outside markets than on 
any business here,’ though receivers 
cleaned up better last week than the week 
previous, and strictly fine quality is in 
light supply. . Trade is very slow, and is 
likely. to continue so for the remainder of 


or less poultry consigned to them, and 
they must attend to working that off to 
the neglect of everything else. 

The outlook is favorable for fresh made 
winter creamery if the quality is main- 
tained. A slight advance may b> obtained 
until there is a larger supply; but the situ- 
ation does not Warrant a material rise. The 
moderately low prices so far this year have 
induced a large consumption, and future 
values should be as near the past lines as 
possible. 

Of course if there should be a real searo- 
ity prices will take their natural course, 
and the law of supply and demand will 
rule. But all attempts to manipulate or 
force prices should be discountenanced. 

Northern extra creamery continues to be 
quoted at 2934 to 23 vents, and western at 
21 to W cents, but few sales are made. 
The advance in New York and at the west 
had a strengthening effect on fine fresh 
creamery, but that was all. 

_ Cheese. 

Tame and weak is the condition of the 
cheese market. No strong advices from 
any section, and the outlook is not en- 
couraging for much of a start this year. 

Choice northern twins are not offered 
under 11% to 113¢ cents, but only small 
sales can be made at these figures. A 
forced sale could hardly be made at over 
11 cents: Large singles are held at 10 
to 11 cents, but few buyers are willing to 
pay over 103¢ cents. 

Other Produce. 

Strictly fresh eggs have been in fair de- 
mand at 22 to 23 cents, and special marks 
at 28 to 24 cents. Refrigerator stock 
slow at 16 to 1634 cents, owing to the mild 


The poultry trade is fairly active, For 
the bulk of the northern turkeys, 15 to 16 
cents a pound is the ruling rate; This in- 
clades good to choice. Some fancy | selec- 
tions sell at 17 to 18 cents, and some poor 
lots 12 to 14 cents. Most of the northern 
turkeys this year are of a uniform grade, 
and average better than last year. West- 
ern turkeys sold mostly at 12 to 14 cents, 
but a few lots sold at 15 cents. Northern 
chickens, 12 to 16 cents; and western 9 to 
18 cents. The mild weather was not good 
for trade. 8 

Beans, potatoes and all kinds of vege- 
tables continue quiet, with no change in 
prices, Although receipts of prices have 
been falling off, the market ‘is well sup- 
plied, and 35 cents a bushel continues to 
be a top price. :

Prof. Smyth 1eceived hearty applause 
after his earnest remarks, ; 

A set of resolutions, prepared by the 
committee of arrangements, were next 
presented by Rev. Frederic Palmer and 
they were adopted unanimously and the 
secretary instructed to send copies to the 
President of the United States, senators 
representatives fiom’ Massachusetts, and 
and to the signatory Powers of Europe. 

The resolutions were: N 

We, citizens of the town of Andover, 
Mass., in mass meeting assembled, 
adopt the following Resolutions: 

First. Resolved, That we heartily 
approve the recent energetic action of 
our Government in demanding of Tur- 
key protection to the life and interests 
of American residents in that Empire, 
andin preparing to meet such exigen- 
cies as may arise, 

Second. Resolved, That we urge 
upon our Government every proper 
effort for the immediate establishment 
of United States Consulates in the 
Armenian centres, as already provided 
for by Act of Congress, under the 
treaty rights subsisting between the 
United States and the Ottoman Empire, 
and so long obstructed and delayed by 
the Turkish authorities, 

“Third. Resolved, That the appalling 
and evidently hopeless anarchy now 
reigning in portions of the Sultan’s 
empire justifies and imperatively de- 
mands immediate and effective inter- 
ference on the part of the civilized 
Powers of the world, in the interest of 
common humanity, without regard to 
race or creed. 

“Fourth. Resolved, That inasmuch as 
by the treaty of Berlin the Porte guar- 
anteed protection to the. Armenians 
from the Kurds, together with amel- 
iorations, andjreforms in the provinces in- 
habited by the i aoc and al- 
so recognized the signatory Powers as 
‘guardians of the fulfillment of these 
pledges, we believe and hold these Pow- 
ers to be responsible for such in- 
tervention as is no demonstrated to be 


n 1 

“Fifth. Resolved, That inasmuch as 
a special convention has been entered 
into, by which England engages to de- 
fend the Sultan by force of arms against 
any invasion of his territory by Rus- 
sia, and in return has received from the 
Sultan an assignment of the Island of 
Cyprus. together with promises for the 
protection of the Porte’s Christian. sub- 
jects, we cannot but look upon England 
as under special responsibility—,so long 


{as it maintains, or helps to maintain, 


the Sultan upon his throne,—to exact 
the fulfillment of the promises and 
guarantees which hav» been given it 
in connection with, and on condition 
of, this support. 

“Sixth. Resolved, That we recognize 
with satisfaction the recent steps 
which have been taken by some of the 
Powers for the more effective carrying 
out of the long-promised reforms in 
Armenia, and that we especially ac- 
knowledge the services of the Govern. 
ment of Great Britain, in rendering 
whieh it has been sustained by the 
moral sentiment of the nation it repre- 
sents; and we hereby express our as- 
sured belief that whatever wise, ur- 
gent and effective measures Her Maj- 
esty’s Government may hereafter be 
contsrained to adopt in order to put a 
stop to existing outrages, upon Arme- 
nians, and secure to them, their rights, 
will have the earnest: moral support of 
the people of the United States. 

“Seventh, Resolved, That the great 
destitution and pitiable afflictions of 
the thousands in Armenia who are 
suffering from the ravages of famine 
and sword, powerfully appeal tothe peo- 
ple of this country for immediate succor 
and telief,; and we commend Frank HI. 
Wiggin, Esq., No. 1 Somerset Street, Bos- 
ton, Mass, as an agent to whom funds 
sent for this purpose will be wisely ex 
pended.” 

Mr. Palmer accompanied the moving

Dr. Selah Merrill, in seconding these 
resolutions, spoke earnestly of the af. 
fairs in Turkey and the need of action. 

There were also brief speeches by Rev. 
F. D. Greene, a former missionary to 
Turkey, Dr. Bancroft, Prof. Harris, Fr. 
Field, and Rev. H. K. Santikian. The 
last named is an Armenian and a former 
member of the Seminary. He returned 
to his country to do missionary work, 
but was obliged to flee for safety about 
four months ago, leaving his wife and fam- 
ily, although it is understood that they 
have been removed to a safe place. He 
knows exactly the state of affairs in Ar- 
menia,and his remarks upon the condition 
of the people were most pathetic. At times 
his feelings became so intense and words 
flowed so freely that he could hardly be 
understood. He was most interesting, 
however, and the audieace learned much 
about the real condition of things, which 
was not known before. 

At the suggestion of Rev. F. D. Greene 
a collection was taken, and although 
many had left the hall, $35.75 were re. 
reeived, which will go toward relieving 
the destitute Armenians. :
